WASHINGTON, July 8.— 
At 4 p.m. tomorrow—the fu- 
neral hour—Washington will 
honor Calvin Coolidge, Jr., 
with a two-minute period of 
silence. All business houses 
Will be closed for the day. 
Tonight and tomorrow all lo- 
cal radio broadcasting sta- 
tions wil be silent except 
those handling the Demo- 
cratic National Convention. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—Calvin 
Coolidge, Jr., tonight sleeps his 
sleep of eternity in the East Room 
of the White House, the flower- 
banked, white casket reposing on 
the same spot where Warren Hard- 
ing’s body lay in state a year ago. 

Tomorrow afternoon at 4 o'clock 
there will be a simple and private 
funeral service there, and then a 
trip by a special train to North- 
ampton, Mass., birthplace of the 
dead son of the President. A formal 
service will be heid at Northamp- 
ton Thursday morning in the Ed- 
wards Congregational Church—the 
boy s own place of worship. 


BURIAL IN VERMONT 


In the afternoon the body will 
be taken to Plymouth, Vt., and 
laid to rest in the family burial 
lot amidst the rugged hills where 
his forebears have dwelt for 200 
years. The grave will be beside 
that of his paternal grandmother. 

Dr. Jason Noble Pierce, the 
President's Washington pastor, 
will conduct the services here. Dr. 
Kenneth B. Wells, Calvin's pastor, 
will officiate in Northampton and 
Plymouth. 

Tonight two marines stand sol- 
emn guard at the casket’s head 
and two sailors at the foot. They 
are the lone indications of public 
pomp and official recognition—but 
they are not there for that pur- 


se. 
They are from the Mayflower, 
loved pals of Calvin, for whenever 
he visited the Presidential yacht 
he spent his time chumming with 
them. Six sailors and six marines 
from the Mayflower will be pall- 
bearers to carry him to his last 
resting-place. 

The President forbade all in the 
way of pompous honor to his dead 
son. Public offices were open as 
usual, No government building 
flags were half-staffed. But around 
the town, all other flags were low- 
ered and finally the Chief Execu- 
tive consented to lowering the 
White House insignia.

TWO PREMIERS 
MAY FALL OVER 
FRENCH CRISIS

LONDON, July 8.—The center 
of gravity in the Anglo-French 
crisis shifted to Paris today. Prime 
Minister MacDonald left London 
early this morning, telling his in- 
timates that he was going over to 
try to save Premier Herriot, whose 
position he regards as precarious. 

The expression he used was, 
“Premier Herriot is hanging on a 
string.“ 

There is also the stronger mo- 
tive than friendship for Premier 
Herriot in his trip. For if Pre- 
mier Herriot fafls in France his 
fall is likely to be followed soon 
by Prime Minister MacDonald's in 
England. The Tories and Liberals 
alike would be pleased to find such 
an issue as the blame for the Eu-

AMERICAN ENVOY 
TO RUSH TO GERMANY

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Fol-

A central group of the McAdoo 
supporters attempted at the night 
session a return to the old conven- 
tion floor enthusiasm of the first 
days of the balloting.

ROOSEVELT ON HAND 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, the Smith 
manager, already had taken his 
place on the speaker's platform 
to announce the willingness of the 
Governor to step out of the race if 
McAdoo would do likewise. It 
was his plan to make the an- 
nouncement in a speech of a few 
sentences, and then if there was 
no acceptance from the McAdoo 
men, let the balloting go on with- 
out stirring up a debate.

Almost the whole convention 
came to its feet and cheered when 
Mr. Roosevelt was recognized and 
began his speech withdrawing con- 
ditionally the name of Gov. Smith. 

“tT am here,“ he sald, “to make 
a very brief and very simple state- 
ment on behalf of Gov. Smith. The 
candidate for whom I speak now 
leads in the poll In this convention. 
We have advocated his nomination

Mussolini Orders Law Made 
Year Ago in Effect

solini today put in force a decree 


limiting Hberty of the press. This 


decree was passed by the Fascistic 
battle last year but partially on

As stated yesterday the tension 
between the extreme Fascist ele-

It 
frst touches the question of “the 
goat editor,” who hitherto under 
the Italian law was responsible for 
all misdemeanors of newspapers, 
leaving the editor and printer 
wigjhout immediate responsibility. 


STRICT RULING 
The new decree ordains that the 
“goat editor” must be the editor or 
chief. sub-editor. This innovation 
in European journalistic circles is 
considered favorably.

Newbert sta.ed that there is a 
law which gives the Fish and Game 
Commission the right to demand 
that sufficient water be left in 
ytreams to preserve fish life when 
threatened by man. 

He said an effort will be made to 
regulate diversions in such a way 
as to keep running water in all 
trout streams.

IS BUMPER 


Amount for Export to be 
‘5,000,000 Tons; Shipment 
of Wheat is Heavy 


[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

BUENOS AIRES, July 8.-—The 
corn crop this season is in very 
good conditions and all Indications 
point to a record output. 


Wheat exports are still being 
maintained at a high level, ex- 
ports for April amownting to 
720,000 tons, which is 23,000 tons 
below the March figures, and con- 
siderably above the 463,000 tons 
shipped during April, 1923. The 
demand for export is strong and 
prices are firm. From January 1 
to April 80, 1924, 2,410,000 tons of 
wheat were exported as against 
1,855,000 tons for the same period 
during 1923. The wheat surplus 
available for export on May 1 
amounted to some 2,480,000 tons 
as against 2,000,000 for the same 
period of the previous year. 

The corn crop, estimated by the 
government to be about 6,860,000 
tons, willl leave about 5,009,000 
tons for export, as against 2,500,- 
000 tons last year. Bxports ins 
March went up from 49.009 tons 
to 229,000 tons In April as against 
69,000 tons tn April, 1923. Demand 
in Europe is very active and since 
the end of April prices have risen 
about 6 per cent. 

Linseed has remained firm, due 
to speculative buying. However, 
the demand in Europe and in the 
United States has showed a slight 
improvement. It is almost cer-

New Court Decision Upsets

WASHINGTON, July 8.—The 


_ long-standing controversy between 


the Chicago packers, known gen- 
erally as the Big Five, and the 
government, has entered another 
22 of the decision 

e Court o Appeals of the 
District of Columbia that the 
California Co-operative Canneries 
may intervene in an action to set 
aside or modify the packers’ con- 


sent decree, which was entered 


into in 1920. 

This decree provided that the 
packers should not engage in 
what are called unrelated lines of 
industry; that is, that they should 
confine their business to the meat 
slaughtering and packing industry. 

The decision of the court its re- 
garded as a victory for-the Chi- 
cago packers and has resulted in 
farmers of the nation making a 
fresh effort to have the govern- 
ment restrain them. : 

AROUSES FARM BTOOO 

Such famous farm bloc Sena- 
tors as Magnus Johnson of Minne- 
seta and Lynn J. Frazier of North 
Dakota have submitted to th 
whic 
they allege that the packers have 
been seeking to extend their field 
unconscionably. Farm lobbies at 
Washington have joined in the 
movement and ft is to be expected 
that the packers and the Call- 
fornia Co-operative Cannertes wi!l 
have to fight hard to hold the sub- 
stantial amount of ground they 
have gained. 

The position of the packers is 
that they have violated: no law 
and that no court has any right to 
prevent them from selling gro- 
ceries as well as meat. They 
point out with much force that 
while the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia entered the 
1920 decree, providing that the 
packers should stick solely to the 
packing business, the question of 
whether a private business con- 
cern can be prevented from han- 
dling any sort of proper merchan- 
de has never been passed upon 

the Supreme Court of the 

nited States. 3 

Attorneys for the packers say 
that were the high court to ex- 
amine this question on its merits, 
it would have difficulty in finding 
any legislative basis for stopping 
such merchandising. 
ers point out that they do not 
seek to sell goods which are not 
lawful. They assert that it is 
dificult to understand why it 
should be unlawful for one com- 
pany to sell groceries, or grain or 
biological products while it is 
perfectly lawful for another com- 
‘pany to engage in such trade. 


SIZE MAKES ILLEGALITY 


The pack- 


The position which has been 
taken by the Department of Jus- 


tice and which is being supported handled by wholesale 


by the farmers of the country, is 
that what makes such merchan- 
dising by the packers unlawful is 
the fact of their gigantic size. 

The Federal Trade Commisson. 
reporting upon an investigation of 
the packers, declared: “Five meat 
packers, Armour, Swift, Morris, 
Wilson and Cudahy, and their 
subsidiary and affiliated companies, 
have monopolistic control of the 
meat industry and are reaching 
out for like domination in other 
products. Their manipulations of 
the market embrace every device 
that is useful to them without re- 
gard to law.” 

In another place the same com- 
mission said: It appears that five 
great packing concerns of the 
country have attained such a 
dominant position that they con- 
trol at will the market in which 
they buy their supplies, the mar- 
ket in which they sell their prod- 
ucts. and hold the fortunes of 
their competitors in their hands.” 

These are bitter, words to come 
from an official agency of the 
government. The 
charges are, as might be expected, 
denied categorically by the meat 
packers, and the complicated liti-

SAN FRANCISCO, July 8.

The Court of Appeals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia recently granted 
the canneries’ petition to inter- 
vene in the case in an effort to 
have the decree set aside. Argu- 
ments to show why the packers 
should be permitted to sell the 


‘canneries’ products as well as other 


lines of merchandise will be 
heard at the term of court to be 
held next fall. The big fight to 


determine whether the government 


or the packers shall win their 
contentions will come to a -head 
then. 

The Farmers’ National Council, 
a farm lobby with Washington 
headquarters, filed a brief oppo- 
sing the petition of the canneries 
to intervene. In this an effort 
was made to show that the can- 
neries, although producers of 
agricultura]) products, were taking 
a different stand from the agricul- 
turists represented by the Farm- 
ers’ National Council because they 
were dominated by the Chicago 
packers. “The hand is the hand 
of Esau, but the voice is Jacob's 
voice,” the brief declared. Never- 
theless, the Court of Appeals de- 
cided it would grant the canneries’ 
petition and hear what they have 
to say at next term’s argument. 


CLAIM DOUBLE-CROSS 

Counsel for the packers em- 
phasize the point that while they. 
signed the 1920 consent decree, 
they made it a specific condition 
that it be definitely stated that is- 
suance of the decree did not 
judge the packers to be guilty of 
violation of law. The packers see 
@ violation of the stipulation in 
the present attitude of the govern- 
ment. They accuse the Depart- 
ment of Justice of attacking the 


validity of the decree by repudiat- 


ing a fundamental part of it. 

While the government claims 
that the packers controlled more 
than 700 concerns engaged in mer- 
chandising food, the packers reply 
that the charge that they threaten 
@ monopolistic food trust is ab- 
surd. Any collusion among the 
five packers is emphatically de- 
nied by them, And. it is stated, the 
largest packer handles but 15 per 
cent of the nation’s meat business. 
Before the issuance of the decree 
it was shown that they handled 
less than 6 per cent of products 
grocers. 
They take the position that an 
economic loss is entailed when 
their organizations, able to dis- 
tribute many lines of food prod- 
ucts in the most economical and 
efficient manner, are pronivited 
from functioning. 

The government's general view 
of the situation is that no com- 
pany or relatively small group can 
be permitted to build up a net 
work of control over various lines 
of business without a threat of 
monopoly, dangerous to the pub- 
lic, being implied. For the pack- 
ers to become as dominant in the 
grocery, grain and other food busi- 
nesses as they are in meat would 
imply such a threat, it is asserted. 

Meantime, farm interests are 


seeking to have government con-} 


trol of the packers taken from the 


Department of Agriculture and 
lodged with the Federal Trade 
Commission. It also is suggested 


that the Chicago stockyards, being 
actually terminal facilities 
the rallroads hauling cattle to 
Chicago and meat away, be placed 
under the regulation of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission.

Co-operative Marketing 
Works to Advantage 


In Seven Years Net Returns 
Aggregate $23,000,000 


Storage Stocks Lower; Less 
Acreage in California 

During the crop season years, of 
which the one now coming to « 
close, is the seventh, California 
Lima Bean Growers’ Association 
has marketed for its members over 
3,465,000 bags of regular limas 
and over 444,000 bags of baby 
limas, upon which the net returns 
to local associations for distribu- 
tion ‘has aggregated about $23,000,- 
Reduced to an average, this 
show a return of approxi- 
mately 8 cents per pound to grower 


members for all the beans the as- 
sociation has marketed during the 
Past seven years. This point has 


been reached in the history of the 
industry with a considerably re- 
duced total acreage and tonnage, 
due to recent dry years, but the 
organization has maintained its 
percentage holding of regular limas 
and there is a large increase in 
association acregge of baby limas. 

The annual report of the Call- 
fornia Lima Bean Growers’ Asso- 
ciation was released yesterday. It 
contains much of interest to the 
growers and the trade concern- 
ing an industry of vital impor- 
a to Los Angeles because of 


According to this report, “the to- 
tal of California’s production of 
the 1923 crop of regular limas 
amounted to about 800,000 bags, 
field run, and total of baby limas 
to about 225,000 bags. On regular 
limas this tonnage was only about 
two-thirds of the 1922 crop pro- 


* duction, while of baby limas there 


Was some increase as compared 
with previous year. 

“The average f.o.b. car returns 
from sales of association's holdings 
of 1923 crop, will show as about. 
$8.20 per cwt. on regular limas,

- MARKET ADVANCES 
"Due, to an unexpected shortage 


im the yield. of regular lmas, 


bined with a somewhat manipula- 
tive boosting of prices after this 
situation was discovered by a few 
speculators, the market on limas 
and baby lIimas advanced with 
spectacular rapidity during Novem- 
ber and early December of last 
year. This big advance came in 
the face of large cropaof other va- 
rleties of beans grown in other 
States, and the difference between 
the price obtained for navy or pea 
beans as compared with Umas 
showed a wider differential in fa- 
vor of limas than has been seen 
for many years. ~ 

“The fact that considerable 
quantities of both limas and baby 
Umas had been sold prior to har- 
vest or during the early part of the 
harvesting season, before the un- 
usually light yield upon irrigated 
lands had been determined, at 
prices under $ cents per pound, 
moved quite a tonnage into con- 
suming channels at moderate 
prices. This, in conjunction with 
market advance, stimulated fur- 
ther interest and activity on the 


T

part of the distributing trade. It u 
evident that if the movement had 
not been thus free and active dur- 
ing harvest and prior to January 1. 
some substa.tial carryover might 
have, and very probably would 
have, resulted as sales and move- 
ment into consuming channels have 
been slow and in comparatively 
small volume since Coast prices 
climbed up around 11 cents. 

“Within the last year, the Spe- 
cial Congressional Commission of 
Agricultural Inquiry and other 
government agencies, have an- 
nounced that upon the average, 
farmers of the United States are 
receiving less than one-third of 
every dollar which consumers pay 
for their products. It is accord- 
ingly interesting to note that our 
Association members have received 
as an average on regular iimas 
for the five last complete crop 
Seasons over_65 per cent of the 
consumer's dollar. 80 far as we 
know, California walnuts handled 
dy the association are the only 
other product bringing the pro- 
ducer as large a share of the con- 
sumer’s dollar. We very much 
doubt whether there is any other 
field crop that is bringing to the 
producer as much as 40 per cent 
of the consumer’s dollar. 


RETURNS AND PAYMENTS 
“The free movement of our 
beans at the beginning of the har- 


vesting and shipping season per- 
mitted large and early payments 
to our grower members. At this 
time last year, 6% oents per 
pound had been paid on regular 
limas and 7 cents per pound on 
baby limas. To date this season 
7% per pound has been paid on 
each variety. As soon as the few 
cars which comprise the remain- 
ing association's stock can be 


sold, a further and final payment 


will be made. Thie final payment 
Will presumably be more than one- 
quarter cent but less than one- 
half cent per pound.

LEARNING A LESSON 


Under the experience of govern- 
ment operation during the war, a 
very salutary leeson was learned, 
and that is, it costa money to im- 
prove railroads and extend them 
to meet the public demand.

They had 
found that within a few years’ 
time the tonnage of the railroads 
had increased 60 per cent; they 
had found that the gross revenues 
had increased from $3,108,000,000 
in 1913 to $5,559,000,000 in 1922; 
that during this period hundreds 
of millions of dollars had been 
added to the investments, and yet 
the return n the investments W 
fess in dollars and cents in 192 
than in 1913.

Labor Statistics Reveal 
Minute Drop in Living 
Expenses During April 


The family ice chest can de re- 
plenished a wee bit more cheaply 
now than a few months back, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the 


Bureau of Labor statistics of the 
Department of Labor. 

Retail food costs, the tables 
show, dropped .4 per cent in Los 
Angeles last April as compared 
with March. The recession was 
reflected in virtually every cify in 
which reports were gathered. The 
drop in food costs, however, is 
not all gain to the housewives as 
the figures show that prices are 
still 2 per cent higher now than a 
year ago. The figures also reveal 
that food prices are 40 per cent 
higher at present than they were 
in 1913, which represents the basis 
on which the increases and de- 
clines are figured. 

A slight drop in the price of bitu- 
minous coal is also registered here. 
In March a ton sold for $15.50. A 
mouth later the price was $15.40. 

The decrease in retail food 
prices throughout the country 
averaged 1 per cent last April as 
compared with the month of 
March, the summary of the re- 
port says.

DUNLAP BOASTS 

AS JURY INDICTS 

Murder, Assault Effort and 
Robbery Laid at Door 


Proudly Tells 
Captors of His Crimes 


Plans to Fight Extradition; 
Pie Called Nemesis 


While Harry J. Dunlap, badge 
bandit, from a Detroit jail cell 
yesterday proudly was admitting 
his identity and boasting of his 
crimes, the Los Angeles county 
grand jury was returning an in- 
dictment against him conta. ing 
one charge of murder. one of at- 
tempted criminal assault and four 
of robbery. 

Dunlap is directly accused of the 
murder of William Jacobson, of 


833 East Orange Grove avenue, 
Pasadena, on the night of Janu- 
ary 4, last after robbing Jacobson 
and attempting attack on Miss 
Ethel Todd, his companion. 

The attempted assault was com- 
mitted on Miss Hattie Zeliner, of 
Lankershim, when she and Ray 
Durke, now residing in Taft, were 
held up and robbed on the night 
of July 16, 1928, near Sunland. 


ROBBERY CHARGES 

On the robbery charges the in- 
dictment names as the victims Mrs. 
Elizabeth Hazel Whaples, 603 South 
Westlake avenue, who was relieved 
of three diamond rings Valued at 
$500 and 338 in money on the 
night of Aug. 3, 1923; Mrs. Zilla 
Grace Howell, who, on the night 
of Oct. 10, 1923, was robbed of 
one diamond ring valued at $150, a 
watch valued at $75 and $10 in 
cash; Noah W. Fisher, 808 West 
Seventh street, who lost a dia- 
mond ring valued at $300 on 
April 1, 1922, and Dewey Raymond, 
1722 Martinez avenue, Torrance, 
who was robbed of $32 in cash the 
night of Sept. 12, 1923.

“Yes, I was in Detroit twenty 
years .

Those were the 
days. When we got in a town we'd 
just tel“ the bulls we were there 
and would be good and they'd let 
us alone. It's all changed now,” 
with a sigh of regret. “The cake- 
eaters did it.” 

The cake-eaters, he explained, 
are the sheikish, youthful amateur 
criminals.” 

“These cake-eaters shoot too 
much; they're afraid,” continued 
Dunlap. “The old-timers never 
shot anybody unless they had to. 
Why when I was out in Califor- 
nia, I used a 10-cent store pistol 
more than I ever used a gun.

UT THEM ON THE AIR a 

One of the refreshing bits of informa- 
tion related by the dispatches in connection 
with the reports of the Democratic conven- 
tion will remain in the memory of newspa- 
per readers long aftet the vaporous exhala- 
tions from the inspired political windbags 
of that rancorous assemblage have been for- 
gotten. This was that of the quietly de- 
tached and not overconcerned President 
Coolidge listening over the radio to the 
gusty waxes of sound emanating from Mad- 
ison Square Garden. The President, main- 
taining his customary composure, did not 
seem in the least bored by the speeches of 
bis opponents, though many of the listeners 
in the great, hot, noisy hall were chafing 
under the long-windedness of the strenuous 
“orators.” 

Over the harassed auditors tnside the tor- 
rid assembly chamber, with its weird con- 
fusion of sights and sounds, the President, 
in the calm, cool atmosphere of the White 
House, had a distinct advantage. His use 
of the radio as reported suggests that the 
further improvement of the magical ampli- 
fiers, together with the extension of their 
employment and the augmentation of the 
variety of their performances, may make it 
altogether unnecessary in future years for 
the great political parties to bold nominat- 
ing conventions. The speakers, limited to 
a certain number, might meet in a central 
place and spout to their hearts’ content the 
merits of their favorites while the rest ef 
the delegates, sitting comfortably at home 
or in their offices, might listen and in the 
pauses fill the air with their applause or 
with their disapproving “boos,” thus saving 
the time and expense of a long journey to 
a convention, to say nothing of the tiuci- 
dental discomforts. 

Of course, many engaging features such 
as gate-smashing, banner-waving, boisterous 
stamping and yelling and wild gesticulating 
would be missed by those who love that 
sort of demonstration, but the quiet dele- 
gate—and such an animal exists here and 
there—would welcome the innovation.
